The 
hardwood floor has been refin- 
ished, the ceiling is a pale peach 
shade, and the walls a solid aq- 
uamarine color which makes a 
harmonious background for any 
decorations or exhibits. It is eas- 
ily accessible from the outside by 
a side entrance.
